During the year ended November 30th, 
1940, the Ford Payroll throughout the 
I nitcd States averaged 1 13,628 hourly' 
wage earners, not including o fit ce em­ 
ployes. students, or executives. They were 
paid 5185,105,639.! 2. On this basis, die 
average annual wage was Si,629.05, 


According to the latest available govern­ 
ment figures, the annual average wage of 
alf workers in employment covered ov­ 
oid age insurance law was $841.00. 


II the >$,000,000 workers of this country' 
rcHei'ed the same average wage as lord 
em pl lyes, they would have had additional 
wages of more than $35,000,000,000, thus 
increasing tile national incom e about 
5OTT I bink what such an increase would 
mea*) to the workers of this country and 
to the American farmer, whose prices are 
based on the national income.
